_for- the purpose ‘of :collective bargaining. Election -fesulted in a six (6) to five
(5) vote in favor of AFSCME and certlfled ' e C ’

The Town filed obJectlons to the conduct affectlng the outcome of the
electlon in that two representatlves from AFSCME were present during the election;
one sitting in .as .observer and the other mingling and converslng with employees
prior to the vote

-AFSCME in'its response stated that the Town had a selectman as an
observer and,. in addltlon, a former selectman and elected off1c1al of the Town
- and the Road Agent also present in the area.

DECISION AND ORDER

After rev1ew of the facts in the caso, the Board finds the objection
without merit and,

ORDERS the objection dismissed and certificntion of AFSCME as the ex-
clusive representative for the Driver/Foreman, Heavy Equipment Operators, Mechanic/
Driver, Driver/Operators and Laborers in the Town of Hooksett is valid.
